It elected August Belmont president, in place of the late 
Marcus Hanna, and Samuel Gompers vice uresident. 

John Mitchell and Mine Baron F. L. Robbins were made the per¬ 
manent chairmen of the executive council of tfie federation. If you 
want to know who F. L. Robbins is, get Debs’ “Reply to .Tohn Mitchell,” 
which is now issued as a five-cent pamphlet by the Standard I’ublishiiu 
Co., of Terre Haute, Ind. 

And who is the new president of the federation.’ August Belmont. 
-American representative, according (o his own admission, of the Iloth- 
schilds of England*, whose deeds in high finance have made and unmade 
international history. The book of authenticated biographies, “Who’- 
Who in America,” tells us that Belmont is head of the old established 
house of .August Belmont & Co., bankers, of New York City, and that 
he ha* “large corporation interests.” Very worthily, therefore, he stops 
into the sliocs vacated by that master plucker of labor, Marcus Hanua 
Well, the Civic Federation celebrated the completion of its businosi 
session by holding a grand banquet at the swell Park Avenue hotel.

It was Hanna wlio imported the father of JIcKinley'a slayer ns a 
strike breaker at his foundry in Cleveland! 

It was Hanna wlio exacted an agreement from the men in his coal 
mines that 10 per cent of their wages should be retained by him as se¬ 
curity against their striking! .-And in spite of this, the poor wretche* 
found conditions so intolerable that they afterwards did strike. 

Can the leopard change his spots? We are told that Mr. Hanna 
reformed! But we know that his reformation consisted in the fact that 
be had political long vision and knew that if Socialism became rampant 
among the work slaves of America, a new spirit would be instilled into 
them that would make labor-crushing a much more hazardous thing than 
it has been under “pure-and-simpl^om,” and he straightway began to 
make n.se of pliant labor leaders to fight it Mr. Henna did not cease 
to be as formidable a capitalist as before. He was simply smarter than 
most of his class and found a “wav” to make his little en'cmiea fight tho 
big enemy of his class that was looming into view! 

Mr. Gompers thanked the Civic Federation for showing him that the 
modern monsters of capitalism arc not modem monsters at all, but ven- 
loveable and scandalously misunderstood men. .And Jlr. Gompers has 
said that he has to be shown.

menta of labor conatantlj tear the means of snbsteteace onf of the bands 
of the laborer; that the rery product of the workw is tnnied into ah 
iustniment for his subjugation. -Thus if cornea abot^ that the econ¬ 
omising of the inslnuncnts of labor becomes at the same time, from the 
outset, the moat reckless waste of labor-power, and robbery based upo)i 
the normal conditions under which lalmr functions; that machinery, 
“the most powerful instrument for shortening labor-time, becomes the 
moat unfailing means for placing every moment of the laborer’s time 
an.l that of his family at the disposal of the capitalist for the purpose 
of expanding the Value of his capital” (" Capital,” English edition, p. 
•106). Thus it comes about that orcr-work of some becomes the prelim¬ 
inary condition for the idleness of others', and that modern industry, 
which hunts after new consumers over the whole world, forces the con¬ 
sumption of the masses at home down to a starvation minimum, and in 
doing thus destroys its on-n home market. “The law that always cfiuilib- 
rates the relative surplus population, or industrial reserve army, to the 
extent and energy- of accumulation, this law rivets the laborer to capital 
more firmly than the wedges of Vulcan did Prometheus to the rock. It 
establishes an accumulation of misery, corrcsp(.i«d;ai; with accumulation 
of capital. Accumulation of wealth at one pole is,'therefore, at the same 
time, accuDUilation of misery, agony of toil, slavery, ignorance, brutality, 
mental degradation, at the opposite pole,i. e., on the side of the class that 
produces iU oirn product in the form of capUal." .(Marx’ “Capital” 
fSonncnschcin 4 ('o.j, p. 001.) And to expect any other division of the 
products from tlic capitalistic mode of production is the aani? as expect¬ 
ing the electrodei of a battery not to decompose acidulated water, not to 
liberate oxygen st the positive pole, hydrogen at the negative pole, so 
long as they arc conccted with the battery. 

We have seen that the ever-increasing perfectibility of modern ma¬ 
chinery ia, by the anarchy of social production, turned into a eompul- 
aory law that forces the individual industrial capitalist always to im¬ 
prove his machinery, always to increase its productive force. The bare 
possibility of extending '.tie field of production is transformed for him 
into a similar compulsory law. The enormous expansive force of modern 
industry, compared with which that of gases is mere child’s play, appears 
to us no»- as a naraasify for expansion, both qualitivc ami quantitive, that 
laughs at all resistance. Such resistance is offered by consumption, by 
sales, by the markets for.the products of modern industry. Hut the 
capacity for extension, extensive and intensive, of the markets is prim¬ 
arily governed by quite different laws, that work much less energetically. 
Tha.extension of the markets cannot keep pace with the extenlion of 
production. The eoliision becomes inevitable, and as this cannot produce 
any real solution so long as it dots not break in pieces the capitalist mode 
of production, the collisions b-womc periodic. Capitalist production has 
begotten another “vicious circle.” 

As a matter of fact, since 1825, when the first general crisis broke 
out, the whole industrial and commercial worhl. produefion and exchange 
among all civilized peoples and their more or less barbaric hangers-on. 
are thrown out of joint about once every ten years. Coramene is at .i 
standstill, the markets are glutted, products accumulate, ns multi- 
tudinons as they are unsalable, hard cash di.sappears, .credit vani-ibes. fac¬ 
tories arc closed, and the mass of the worker.s arc in want of the means 
of aubsi.stance, because they have.produced tno much of the means of 
subsistence; bankruptcy follows upon bankrhiptcy. execution upon e.\ecH- 
tion. The stagnation lasts for ye.ars; productive forces and pro,lucts are 
wasted and d(‘Stroyed wholesale, until the accumulated mass of commod¬ 
ities finally filter off, more or leas depreciated in value, until production 
and exchange gradually begin to move again. Little by little the pace 
quickens. It beconiea a trot. The industrial trot breaks into a canter, 
the canter in turn grows into the headlong gallop of a perfect steeple¬ 
chase of industry, commercial credit, and speculation, which finally, after 
breakneck leaps, ends where it began—in the ditch of a crisis. And so 
over and over again. We have now,'since the year 1K-2.‘>. gone through 
this five times, and at the present moment (18'I) we are going throiieli 
it for the sixth time. .And the character of tlnw crisi-s is so clearly de¬ 
fined that Fourier hit all of them off/when be described the first as 
"ertse ptethorique,” a crisis from plethora. 

In these crises, the contradictioif between socialised production and 
capitalist appropriation ends in a violent explosion. The circulation of 
commodities is, for the time being, stopped. Money, the means of cir¬ 
culation, becomes a hindrance to circulation. .All the laws of production 
and circulation of commodities arc turned upside down. The economic 
collision has reatjied its apogee. The mode, of proilin tion is in rebellion 
against the mode of exchange. 

The fact that the socialised organisation of proiluetion within th.- 
factory has developed so far that it has-become im-oinpatihlc wjth the 
anarchy of production in society, which exists side by .side with and domi¬ 
nates it, is brought hdme to the capitalists themselves by the. violent con¬ 
centration of capital that occurs during cri.ses, through the ruin of many 
large, and a still greater number of small, capitalists. The whole 
inechan’ism of the capitalist mode of production breaks down under the 
pra.ssure of the productive forces, its own creations. It is no longer able 
to turn all this maas of means of production into capital. They lie fallow, 
and for that very rca.son the industrial reserve army must also lie fallow. 
Means of production, means of subsistance. available laborers, all the. 
elements of production and of general wealth, are present in idmndance. 
But “abundance becomes the source of distress and want" (Fourier) be¬ 
cause it is the very thing that, prevents the transformation of the means 
of production and subsistence into capiLd. For in capitalistic society the 
means of production can only function when they have iiini.Tgnnc .t 
preliminary transformation into capital, into the inciins of exploiting 
human labor-power. The necessity of this transformation into capital 
of the means of production and subsistence stands like a ghost between 
these and the workers. It alone prevents the cotning together of the 
material and personal levers of production; it alone forbids the means of 
production to function, the workers toVork and live. On the one hand, 
therefore, the capitalistic mode of production stands convicted of its own 
incapacity to further direct these productive forces. On the other, these, 
productive forces themselves, with increasing energy, press forward t.) 
the removal of the existing eontradiction, to the abolition of their qualitv 
as capital, to the practical rerogniiion of Ihcir character as tocial pro¬ 
ductive forces. 

This rebellion of the productive forces, as they grow more and mofe 
powerful, against their quality as capital, this stiongcr and stronger com¬ 
mand that their social character shall V- recognised, forces the capitalist 
class it.velf to treat them more and more as social productive forces, so 
far as this is possible under capitalist conditions. The period of in¬ 
dustrial high pressure, with its unbounded'inflation of credit, not less 
than the crash itself, by the collapse of great capitalist establishments, 
tends to bring about that form of the tocialiaation of great masses of 
me.ans of production, which wc meet with in the different kinds of joint- 
stock companies. Many of these means of production and of distribution 
are, from the outset, so colossal, that, like the railroads, they exclude all 
other forma of capitalistic exploitation. At a fiirtiier stage of evolution 
this form also becomes insufficient. The produiwrs on a large scale in a 
particular branch of industry in a particular country unite in a "Trust.” 
a union for the purpose of regulating production. They determine the 
total amount to be produced, parcel it out among themselves, and thus 
enforce the selling price fixrf beforehand. Hut tnista of this kind, ns 
soon as business bevmmes bad, are generally liable to break up. and. on 
this very account, compel a yet greater concentration of association. Thg 
whole of the particular industry is turned into one gigantic joint-stock 
company; internal competition gives place to the internal monopoly of 
this one company. This has happened in 18!)0 with the English altali 
production, which U now, alter the fusion of 48 large works, in the hands 
of one companv, conducted upon a single plan) and with a capital of 
«fi,000,000.

It was a touehy spot with 
tile bakers who as.seml)led to talk 
the oommittee out of pn.ssing fav- 
arably j)n the measure. They were 
especially opposed to the provi¬ 
sion to require bakers baking un¬ 
der-weight bread to put a stamp 
on each loaf giving its actual 
weight. They knew that the pub¬ 
lic wanted full-weight bread and 
that sueh an admission that the 
bread was not full-weight would 
keep a good man.v people from 
bu.ving their bread.

Ia mediaeval sodetT, eapedally in the earlier ceaturies, ^rodnclion 
vaa essentially directed towards satisfying the wants of the individual 
famil.v. Where relation! of per.aonal dependence existcu.os iothcrountiy, 
it jso helped to satisfy the vranU of the feudal lord. In all this there 
was, therefore, no exchange; the" products, consequently, did not asspme 
the character of conamoditiei The family of the jicaaant produced al¬ 
most every^ing. they wantnl: cjotlies and furniture, as well as means 
of rabaistencc. Only xrhen it hqgaa. to produce more than was suffleieiit 
to supplv its own wants and the irayroenta in kind to the fuedal lord, 
'only then did it also ptoduco cpnxmoditibs. This surpins, thrown into 
sociglisisl exchange and offered for sale, bacaraa commoditioa. 

The artisans of the towns,* It is true, had from the flrst to produce 
for exchange. But they, also, -ttiemeelvef supplied the greatest part of 
their own individual wants. 'They bad gardens and ploUof land. They 
turned thoir cattle out into the <omm<mal forest, which, also, yielded 
tha.Ti timber ami firing. The women apun flax, wool, and so forth. Pr.-v- 
doctioD for the purpose of excbimgc, production of pommoditics, was only 
in its infancy. Hence, exchange was restricted, the market narrow, the 
-Dwthods of pi-oduction stable; these was local exclusivencse without, local 
unity within; the mark in the comntr}-. in the town, tlie guild. 

But with the extension of the production of commodities, and 
mqieeiidly with the intrwluction cef the capitalist .mode of prodnetion, the 
laws .of oommodity production, hitliorto latent, came into action more 
opeol.v and with greater force. The old bonds were looseneg,' the old 
exclusive limits teoken through, the producers were more' and more 
Inrned into independent, isolaM producers of commodities. It became 
apparent that the production of society at large was ruled by absence 
oi plan, by accident, by anarchy; and this anarchy grew to greater and 
greater h^kt. But the chief means by aid of which the-capitalist mode 
of production intensifieil this anarchy of socialised production, was the 
exart opposite of anarchy. It was tha increasing organization of pro¬ 
duction, upon a social basis, in every individual productive establishment. 
By this, the old, .peaceful, stable condilioiT" of things ended. 
Wherever this organixs-tion of production was introduced into a branch 
of industry, it brooked no other method of production by its side. The 
Bald of labor became a battle-ground.

quickened the transformation into manufacture. The war did not simply 
break out between tbe individual producers of particular localities. The 
lo^ straggles begot in their turn national eouflicis, tbe commercial wars 
of the seveutoentb and the cightaxth centuries. 

Finally, modern industry anc tbe opening of the world-market made 
the itrng^e univerBal, and at the same time gave it an unheard-of viru¬ 
lence. Advantages in natural oi artificial conditions of production now 
decide the existence or non-exhtence of individual eapitalisU. as well 
as of whole industries and cour.trics. He that falls is remortcles-sly cast 
aside. It is tlm Darwinian struggle of the individual for existence 
-trapsferred from 3Iature to society with intensified violence. Tbe con¬ 
ditions of existence natural to the animal appear as the final term of 
human dcvelonment. Xb" contradiction between socialised priHluction 
and capitalistic appropriation now presents itself as an antagonism be¬ 
tween the organisation of production in the individual workshop and the 
anarchy of production in society generally. 

The capitalistic mode of production moves in these iwo forms of 
the antagonism immanent to it from Ha very origin. It is never able to 
get out of that “vicions circle,” -which Fourier had already discovered. 
What Fourier could not, inde^ see in his times, that this circle is 
gradually narrowing; that the movement becomes more and more .a 
spiral, and must come to an end, like the movement of the planets, by 
colision with the centre. It is the compelling force of anarchy in the 
prodi’clion of society at Urge that more and more completely turns the 
great majority of men info proletarians; and il is the masses of the pro¬ 
letariat again who will finally put an end to anarchy in production. It 
■is the compelling force of anarchy in social production that turns the 
limitless perfectibility of machinery under mfsleru iidustry into a cotn- 
nulsory law by which every indiridnal indostrial capitalist’must perfect 
his machinery more and more, under penalty of ruin.

Republican and Herald is wise 
in hU own conceit. a\fter commenting on the big vote for Social-Demo¬ 
cracy thmughont the country, ho aMurea hi:» n*a(lera that there is little 
danger of Socialmm being accepted by the American people^ Iiwause as 
a remctly for Imnmn ills it is so extraordinary. Then lie shows Ida readers 
wliat Svveiaiism ‘really i.s*’ liy this chance selection from the writings of. 
Robert Rlatchford, editor of The Ixindon Clarion and autlior of “ilcrrie 
Kngland:” 

"First of all 1 would set wen to work to grow wheat and fruit and rear 
cattle and |)ouitry for our own use. Then I Hould develop the fisheries and 
construct great flshbreeiUng lakes am! harbor*. Then I would restrict our 
mines, furnaces, rhemical works and factories to the numl>er aduaHy needed 
/or the supply of our own iteonie- Then I would stop the smoke musance by 
developing water power anu electricity. In order to achieve these ends, I 
would^make all Ihe lands, miUs. mines, factories, works, sho]>*. Hhips, and rail- 
Wayii the property of the {>«ople. I would have the towns rebnilt with wide 
atreeti, with detached bouses, with gardens and fountains and avenues ami 
treea. I would ma!;e railways, the eaaiage of letters and the transit of 
giMds as free ns tlie roa<ls and the bridges. 1 would muke the houses loftier 
atwl larger, and clear them of all useless furniture. I would institute public 
dining hali<, public baths, public washhouses on the best plan, and 10 set free 
the hands of those slaves—our English women. I would have public parks, 
public theaters, music halls, gymnasiums, loot ball and cricket fields, public 
nail* and public gardens for recreation and music ami refreshment. I would 
have ail our children fed and clothed and educated at the cost of the state. 

1 would have tbe?v all taught to play and sing. I would have them ell trained 
to athletics and arms. I would have public halls of science. 1 would have the 
people b^me their own artists, actors, musicians, soldiers and police. Then 
by degt'ees I would make all these thin,-*s free, so that clothing, lodging, fuel, 
feud, amusements, education and alt the requirements for a Mrfert human life 
should be product and distributed and enjoyed by the {foopfe without the use 
of money. 

"This."' declares the Winona editor,“is Socialism.**—Which is not. 
true: and then he adds this nice little verbal paradox: “It would be 
impossible even were it probable.’*! This is a worse mix-up than John 
Ij. Sullivan’s famous speech before the curtain, “I am pictured worse 
than I’m painted.” But the editor explains his \mp6$swle probability 
by erjing out, “This is Socialism—^what chaos. No one forevermore to 
have a home of his own; no mother or father to care for cr to educate 
‘their own,children; no farmer to live on his own land. It can never 
be, and never ought to be. It would take, from the world all that ia 
worth living for,” etc. 

Now, in the first place, that selection from Blatchford is simply a 
statement by Blatchford of liow he would like to have things arranged, 
according to his Socialistic view. Nothing mqro, nothing loss. And, 
moreover, it siiould not be read apart from the rest of the book in which 
it appears, otherwise the context is mined. Secondly, ^cre is nothing 
in the quotation to justify the editor's hysterics about no one owning 
his home under Socialism. Oh the contrary, Blatchford and every 
other Social-Democrat whose writings we have read charge it up as one 
of the crimes of the capitalist Bystem that it robs the people of thdr 
homes, as statistics gathered by the government abundantly show. Thas 
in‘the average run of American cities the percentage of homes NOT 
owned by the occupants ranges anywhere from 81 per cent (the figures 
for Baltimore) up to 92 per cent (the figures for Botton). In Denver 
it is &L per cent. In New Orleans 83. St. Louis 87. And so on. The 
geographical location makes little diilercnee. Thirdly, Blatchford was 
writing for England, wlicre there is a landed aristocfficy, hence talks 
of making the land the property of the collectivity. Wc hare no such 
problem here, and Socialism would take no farmer’s land away. On 
the contrary it would make him more secure by abolishing the mortgage 
•^hark and by ending forever his greatest present-day enemies, the ele¬ 
vator, twine and machinerv' trusts and the “all-the-traffic-wrill-bear” 
transportation hold-ups.
